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BASIC  QUAKERISM,  1969 

(reprinted  by  permission  of  THE  FRIEND) 

Although  I am  against  the  unnecessary 
tearing  down  and  renaming  of  structures 
which  are  still  serving  a useful  purpose,  the 
question  of  religious  language  is  a different 
matter. 

During  the  past  five  years  several  Friends 
have  said  to  me,  in  tones  ranging  from  the 
apologetic  to  the  smug:  “I  could  not  possibly 
define  Quakerism.”  There  are  several  fac- 
tors in  modern  life  which  encourage  this  de- 
featist outlook,  but  I think  the  chief  is  our 
phobia  about  creeds,  which  makes  some 
Friends  suspect  any  definite  statement  of 
being  a credal  one. 

This  is,  of  course,  nonsense.  We  are  not  a 
credal  Society;  like  the  scientists,  we  have 
no  static  formulas;  we  and  they  have  instead 
statements  of  experience  (that  is,  of  tested 
fact)  which  we  revise  from  time  to  time  in 
the  light  of  new  knowledge  or  of  a different 
approach.  But  at  any  given  time  there  is  a 
basic  Quakerism,  and  I will  attempt  to  define 
basic  Quakerism  1969,  without  using  any 
technical  jargon  except  the  one  word  “God” 
which  I will  translate  into  non-religious  lan- 
guage. 

(1)  Friends  are  aware  of  a reality,  to 
which  most  of  them  give  the  name  of  “God”, 
which  is  apprehended  by  them  as  Being,  Per- 
son or  Spirit  according  to  temperament  or 
circumstance  (sometimes  as  one  out  of  the 
three,  sometimes  as  two  out  of  the  three,  and 
sometimes  as  all  three  at  once) . It  is  a reality 
of  power,  love  and  wisdom,  and  therefore  a 
self-communicating  reality,  for  power,  love 
and  wisdom  cannot  exist  without  objects.  Its 
function  in  relation  to  human  beings  is  cher- 
ishing, enabling  and  guiding. 

(2)  Human  beings  are  in  a state  of  dishar- 
mony and  disequilibrium  which  needs  this 
power,  love  and  wisdom  to  change  them  into 
mature  and  fully  integrated  personalities. 

(3)  In  every  human  being  there  is  some- 
thing derived  from,  and  related  to  the  reality 
known  as  God,  which  is  capable  of  respond- 
ing to  its  power,  love  and  wisdom. 

This,  I believe,  is  all  that  is  left  which  the 
Society  as  a whole  can  regard  as  basic  at 
this  point  of  time;  though  some  do,  as  Ben 
Vincent  said  in  a recent  letter,  “preach  Christ 
crucified”,  some  take  the  man  Jesus  as  their 
guide  and  example,  and  some  believe  that 
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the  Spirit  of  the  risen  Christ  is  the  vehicle 
by  which  the  power,  wisdom  and  love  of 
God  are  mediated  to  man.  But  there  are  a 
growing  minority  who  take  Christ  out  of  the 
foundations,  as  it  were,  and  place  him  on  the 
ground  floor;  they  then  take  the  lift  from  the 
basement  past  this  floor  and  the  first  floor 
(which  is  labeled  The  Authority  of  the  Bi- 
ble, and  is  largely  kept  shut  up)  and  land 
on  the  second  floor,  which  is  labeled  “Prac- 
tical Implications.”  There  are  two  rooms  on 
this  floor;  some  consider  “Christian  Morals” 
hopelessly  old-fashioned  and  prefer  “Situ- 
tional  Ethics.” 

Please  do  not  turn  and  rend  me,  you 
Friends  for  whom  Christ  is  still  firmly  in 
the  foundations;  I am  talking  not  of  what  I 
or  you  wish  to  be  the  state  of  the  Society; 
but  of  which  I believe  it  actually  to  be. 

But  is  not  our  way  of  worship  basic?  No; 
it  is  a “practical  implication”  of  our  experi- 
ence of  the  basic  reality.  For  if  man  des- 
perately needs  the  reality  some  call  God, 
and  is  capable  of  response  to  it,  the  logical 
step  is  for  him  to  gain  and  maintain  contact 
with  it;  and  Friends  have  found  the  way  of 
silent  waiting  is  best  for  them. 

Our  testimonies  also  are  practical  implica- 
tions of  our  basic  experience.  We  are  for  peace 
and  non-violence,  for  violence  is  not  only 
unloving  and  unwise,  it  is  ultimately  weak 
as  well.  “That’s  the  weakest  thing  thou  canst 
do,”  said  a Friend  to  the  Reading  magistrate 
who  threatened  to  hunt  down  every  Quaker 
in  the  town  and  put  him  in  prison;  and  his- 
tory has  vindicated  the  speaker — Reading 
is  one  of  the  few  meetings  in  the  kingdom 
which  have  continued  to  this  very  day.  We 
are  for  uncluttered  living,  lest  the  love,  wis- 
dom and  power  we  are  given  should  be 
choked  by  too  many  possessions  or  too 
crowded  time.  (Have  Friends  noticed  that 
those  who  remain  uncluttered  as  regards 
possessions  are  often  very  cluttered  indeed 
as  regards  time?)  Slavery  in  all  its  forms — 
and  among  them  slavery  to  drink,  drugs 
or  gambling — weaken  man’s  response  to  the 
source  of  power,  wisdom  and  love.  Since 
there  is  in  every  man  this  capability  of  re- 
sponse, every  man  must  be  respected,  cared 
for  and  never  degraded. 

Does  this  sound  a bleak  and  feeble  echo 
of  the  teaching  of  early  Friends?  Try  living 
it  out.

A GATHERING  OF  CONCERNED  FRIENDS 


December  15,  1969 

Dear  Friends, 

As  you  may  know,  a group  of  Friends  from 
eleven  yearly  meetings  participated  in  the 
U.  S.  Congress  of  Evangelism  held  in  Minnea- 
polis last  September.  In  the  spirit  of  the 
Congress,  these  Friends  gathered  together 
to  discuss  the  future  of  the  church.  After 
much  deliberation  and  heart-searching,  it 
was  felt  to  be  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  ask  a selected  number  of  Friends  to  fur- 
ther consider  and  implement  the  concerns 
of  the  group. 

An  ad  hoc  committee  was  selected:  Verl 
Lindley  of  California  Yearly  Meeting,  Gor- 
don Clarke  of  Western  Yearly  Meeting,  Bill 
Wagner  of  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting,  Maurice 
Roberts  of  Kansas  Yearly  Meeting,  and  my- 
self of  Oregon  Yearly  Meeting.  This  com- 
mittee met  the  day  after  Thanksgiving  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  traveling  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, to  prayerfully  consider  the  challenge 
of  the  days  and  the  future  of  Friends. 

Many  hours  were  spent  in  prayer,  discus- 
sion and  deliberation.  This  group  of  men,  a 
Committee  of  Concerned  Friends  for  Re- 
newal, met  under  a sense  of  Divine  guidance 
and  unity  of  purpose.  The  following  state- 
ment was  drafted,  and  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Minneapolis  gathering,  is  shared  with  you. 

Statement: 

“Believing  that  God  is  calling  the 
Friends  Church  today  to  move  forward; 
believing  that  J esus  Christ  is  divine 
Lord  and  Savior;  believing  that  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  the 
Friends  Church  can  and  should  be  a 
greater  and  more  vital  force  in  the 
world;  believing  that  the  Friends  Church 
must  minister  to  the  total  needs  of  man, 
both  social  and  spiritual; 

“The  Committee  of  Concerned  Friends 
for  Renewal  calls  for  a national  confer- 
ence to  seek,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  a workable,  challenging, 
and  cooperative  means  whereby  the 
Friends  Church  can  be  an  active,  en- 
thusiastic, Christ-centered,  and  Spirit- 
directed  force  in  this  day  of  revolution.” 

This  letter,  then,  is  to  officially  communi- 
cate with  you  the  action  of  this  Committee 
and  to  announce  the  call  for  a general  con- 
ference of  American  Friends  to  discuss  the 
future  of  Friends.  All  American  yearly  meet- 
ings, together  with  key  staff  members  of  the 
Evangelical  Friends  Alliance,  the  Friends 
United  Meeting,  the  Friends  General  Con- 


ference and  the  Friends  World  Committee 
are  being  invited  to  participate.  You  will 
recall  that  a general  conference  was  held  in 
Richmond,  Indiana,  in  1887.  We  hope  that 
this  conference  will  provide  the  same  honest 
and  open  fellowship  as  we  search  together 
for  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  preliminary  details  of  the  conference 
are  as  follows: 

Name:  St.  Louis  Conference  - 1970 
Theme:  “The  Future  of  Friends” 

Date:  The  first  week  of  October,  1970. 

Tentative  dates  are  October  5,  6,  7. 
(Monday  through  Wednesday) 

Place:  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

Meeting  place  will  probably  be  the 
Gateway  Hotel.  St.  Louis  appears  to 
be  the  most  central  to  American 
Friends. 

Delegates:  Each  yearly  meeting  ( or  selected 
organization)  is  asked  to  send  up  to 
five  (5)  delegates.  We  suggest  that 
these  delegates  include  the  superin- 
tendent or  secretary  and  the  presiding 
clerk.  We  also  hope  that  at  least 
two  of  the  delegates  would  be  non- 
ministers, and  that  one  younger  Friend 
(under  35)  be  included. 

The  Conference  is  so  scheduled  that 
all  Yearly  Meetings  can  officially  con- 
sider this  request  and  name  delegates 
during  their  next  Yearly  Meeting  ses- 
sions. 

Costs:  We  would  urge  each  yearly  meeting 
to  assist  with  the  delegate  expenses. 
Hotel  costs  will  be  nominal. 

Registration:  A $5.00  registration  fee  will  be 
charged  for  each  delegate,  in  order 
that  expenses  of  the  conference  might 
be  met. 

Program:  Details  of  the  program  have  not 
been  finalized,  but  worship,  group  dis- 
cussions, position  papers  and  addresses 
will  center  on  the  growing  concern 
about  the  future  of  Friends. 

Purpose:  As  indicated  in  the  Statement,  we 
hope  to  bring  representative  Friends 
together  to  seriously  consider  the  fu- 
ture of  Friends,  including  such  mat- 
ters as  mission,  organization,  and  ef- 
fective service. 

I do  hope  that  you  will  seriously  consider 
this  request  and  will  share  the  contents  of 
this  letter  with  others.  I would  be  happy  to 
hear  from  you  if  you  have  any  questions. 
Incidentally,  Maurice  Roberts  is  serving  as 
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treasurer.  He  would  be  happy  to  receive  any 
gifts  from  individuals  or  yearly  meetings 
who  might  be  interested  in  helping  to  under- 
write the  costs  of  planning  the  Conference. 

I will  be  in  touch  with  you  as  further  plans 
are  finalized.  These  are  days  of  challenge 
and  opportunity  for  Friends;  I pray  that  we 
may  be  open  to  God’s  leading  as  we  seek  to 
be  an  effective  witness  in  today’s  world.

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FROM  FRIENDS  WORLD  COMMITTEE: 

Individual  Friends  in  California,  Florida,  and 
Indiana  have  recently  received  identical  hand  writ- 
ten air  letters  from  Seoul,  Korea,  appealing  for 
$75.  The  writer  claims  to  be  a high  school  senior 
whose  poor  health  will  not  permit  his  working  to 
earn  money  needed  to  complete  his  high  school 
education.  Friends  V/orld  Committee  has  advised 
against  sending  money  in  response  to  this  appeal 
which  is  similar  to  one  received  by  a number  of 
Friends  Meetings  in  1967.  The  earlier  appeal  used 
a return  address  which  claimed  to  be  a post  office 

box  for  “Friends  United  Meeting”  in  Seoul.  The 
recent  appeals  come  from  Ki  Whan,  c/o  Friends 
Church,  45  Manri-dong,  1-Ka,  Seoul 

The  Clerk  of  Seoul  Friends  Meeting  in  1967  dis- 
avowed knowledge  of  any  group  in  Korea  called 
“Friends  United  Meeting”.  About  the  recent  appeals, 
the  present  Clerk  has  gone  to  the  return  address 
used  and  says  it  is  a “timber  shop”  and  not  any 
Friends  Church.  A neighboring  shop-keeper  said 
there  was  an  elderly  man  called  Ki  Whan  Chang, 
but  no  high  school  student,  at  that  address.  It  is 
said  to  be  the  same  address  to  which  the  1967  ap- 
peal was  traced. 

Friends  receiving  letters  of  appeal  which  claim 
to  arise  from  Quaker  sources  in  Korea  are  urged 
to  send  them  promptly  to  Friends  World  Committee, 
152-A  North  15th  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  19102. 
Such  letters,  if  their  source  is  unknown,  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Seoul  Friends  Meeting  for  comment. 


LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 

In  an  empathetic  reading  of  Frances  Woodson’s 
“Open  Letter  to  Friends”  I was  brought  to  a sharp 
stop  by  her  assertion,  “We  accept  our  being  con- 
sidered a form  of  mysticism.”  If  this  be  true,  should 
we  have  done  so?  Are  we  merely  mystics?  I should 
say,  rather,  that  the  most  distinctive  characteristic 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  has  been  its  unique  com- 
bination of  mysticism  and  activism. 

Three  examples  can  be  cited  which,  though 
outstanding,  are  by  no  means  exceptional:  William 
Penn,  author  of  “No  Cross,  No  Crown”  and  a pio- 
neer in  innovative  statesmanship;  the  author  of 
John  Wollman’s  Journal  also  pioneered  in  compas- 
sionate relationship  with  Indians  and  in  effective 
opposition  to  slavery;  in  our  time  Rufus  Jones, 
noted  philospher  and  authority  on  mysticism,  was 
also  a founder  and  first  head  of  a service  committee 
whose  achievements  led  Henry  Seidel  Canby  to 
characterize  us  as  “the  most  trusted  agents  of  hu- 
manity in  a most  inhuman  age.” 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  we  approach  a study 
of  other  mystical  religions  without  a clear  realiza- 
tion that  Quakerism  has  always  been  a remarkable 
demonstration  of  mysticism-plus,  we  shall  be  hop- 
ping on  one  leg  as  we  do  so.  By  her  own  admission 
Frances  Woodson  finds  it  difficult  to  articulate  her 
dissatisfaction  with  our  Society.  I suspect  it  may 
be  that  she  has  been  expecting  it  to  be  (or  to  be- 
come) what  it  never  was  and  never  should  be.  Any 
human  being  for  whom  God  is  the  supreme  reality 
is  a mystery,  but  it  is  truncated  religion  if  that 
sense  does  not  make  such  a person  a transforming 
element  in  the  social  order  of  which  he  is  a part.

College  Park 

Young  Friends — Old  Friends 

QUERIES:  1.  Do  you  place  all  appropriate  trust 
in  young  people?  Do  you  listen  to 
their  views?  Do  you  seek  their  opin- 
ions and  advice? 

2.  Do  you  show  needed  affection  toward 
young  people? 

3.  Do  you  look  for — and  try  to  answer — 
that  of  God  in  young  people? 

These  queries,  written  by  an  older  Friend,  intro- 
duced an  informal  and  intense  dialogue  at  the  Janu- 
ary 24th  Meeting  for  Business  of  the  College  Park 
Quarterly  Meeting.  The  dialogue  was  an  attempt, 
once  again,  to  bridge  the  gap  between  the  essential 
beliefs  of  older  Friends  and  the  changing  values  of 
Young  Friends. 

There  were  many,  many  questions  asked  and  no 
answers  given  simply  because  these  questions,  from 
all  ages,  have  no  easy  answers.  The  Young  Friends 
illustrated  their  wish  to  be  included  with  such  ques- 
tions as, 

“Why  can’t  the  roles  at  Quarterly  Meeting  be  ex- 
changed? With  the  kids  doing  the  work?” 

“Why  can’t  we  change  the  traditional  structure?” 
and  their  hope  for  complete,  individual  acceptance 
with, 

“Young  Friends  are  not  comfortable  in  committee 
meetings.” 

“The  old  and  the  young  should  get  together  at 
next  Quarterly  Meeting  through  the  medium  of 
Quaker  dialogues  and  dancing.” 
and  their  frustration  with, 

“Quakers  are  self-righteous.” 

And  older  Friends  asked, 

“Don’t  the  young  people  know  that  Friends  are 
essentially  accepting?” 

“Older  Friends’  attitudes  toward  Young  Friends 
amounts  to  racism.” 

“Would  Young  Friends  suggest  activities  that  we 
can  share?” 

“Are  we  really  satisfying  kids’  questions?” 

As  the  exchange  became  more  fast  moving  and, 
I believe  that  Young  Friends  want  it.” 

“There  is  something  to  be  said  for  tradition  and 
at  times,  brittle,  there  seemed  to  emerge  a new  sense 
of  eagerness  which  reached  out  to  encompass  the 
Meeting — a genuine  consideration  that  culminated 
in  the  decision  being  made  by  Meeting  that  a Young 
Friend  would  take  part  in  the  planning  for  Quar- 
terly Meeting  in  May.  The  unity  of  this  decision 
and  the  deep  feeling  which  coursed  through  the 
Meeting  indicated  strongly  that  the  planning  would 
not  result  in  one  of  two  usual  courses:  the  complete 
emancipation  of  the  young,  nor,  yet,  the  pigeon- 
holing of  the  old.  Perhaps,  Friends  believe,  it  can 
bring  about  a beginning  of  “meeting,”  in  its  very 
best  sense. 

Echoing  in  the  ears  of  all  participants  in  the  dis- 
cussion are  the  words  of  one  Friend  (a  “Young 
Friend”,  in  age  bracket,  and  an  “older  Friend”  by 
virtue  of  being  the  mother  of  two  children)  who 
said, 

“All  people  know  truth  when  they  hear  it,  whether 
it  is  spoken  by  a babe  or  by  a grandfather  ...  We 
are  apart,  one  from  the  other,  when  the  truth  gets 
in  the  way  of  our  ego.”

Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting 


A discussion  on  styles  of  living  opened  the  mid- 
winter session  of  Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting 
when  it  convened  in  Corvallis,  Orgeon,  on  February 
14.  Mildred  Kane  spoke  about  “the  simple  life”. 
Meldon  Acheson  told  of  his  search  for  ways  of  pro- 
testing regulations  that  run  contrary  to  his  philoso- 
phy of  life.  Lois  Barton  spoke  of  her  search  to  find 
herself  and  her  relationship  to  God.  Connie  Jump 
talked  about  problems  in  the  heterosexual  relation- 
ships of  the  non-married.  After  hearing  each  of 
these  presentations,  the  group  broke  up  into  small 
discussion  groups  led  by  each  of  the  four  speakers. 
Members  were  given  opportunity  to  change  groups 
mid-way  during  the  time  allowed.  Some  of  the  frus- 
tration of  not  having  enough  time  to  discuss  was 
relieved  by  informally  continuing  discussions  over 
sack  lunches  at  noon. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  meeting  for  worship 
followed  by  a business  meeting.  Francis  Dart  re- 
ported on  the  recent  Service  Committee  board  meet- 
ing in  Philadelphia.  Howard  Richards  reminded 
Friends  of  the  A.F.S.C.’s  efforts  to  deal  with  the 
problem  of  excessive  bail  being  demanded  for  people 
arrested  in  the  process  of  protesting  against  “the 
establishment.”  Reports  from  constiuent  meetings 
revealed  a marked  growth  in  attendance  in  Eugene, 
a discussion  of  Friends  testimonies  in  Multnomah 
meeting,  a lively  correspondence  between  Corvallis 


Meeting  and  the  VanDykes,  who  are  spending  the 
year  in  England,  and  a “loving,  growing  Meeting” 
in  Salem,  even  though  they  felt  the  lack  of  enough 
vocal  ministry. 

The  major  part  of  the  business  meeting  was  spent 
in  a discussion  of  the  possible  formation  of  a North- 
west Yearly  Meeting.  Reports  from  the  discussions 
held  by  each  of  the  monthly  meetings  indicated  that 
Oregon  Friends  are  in  favor  of  moving  toward  the 
establishment  of  such  a body  if  they  find  Northwest 
Friends  agreeable.  Constituent  Oregon  Meetings 
were  asked  to  appoint  representatives  to  meet  with 
a committee  of  Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting  at 
their  session  in  Tacoma  this  spring. 

Potluck  dinner  was  followed  by  an  informal  gath- 
ering of  conversation,  games,  and  singing. 

Friends  who  stayed  overnight  at  the  homes  of 
local  Friends  gathered  again  on  Sunday  morning 
for  Meeting  for  Worship  and  a talk  by  Tom  Kellogg, 
who  has  been  recently  released  from  prison  after  a 
sentence  for  a draft-resistance  charge. 

Junior  Friends  joined  the  adults  in  the  Saturday 
morning  discussion,  had  their  own  business  meeting 
and  recreation  in  the  afternoon.

That 
there  will  not  be  a flood  of  readers  is  nothing  against 
either  it  or  the  original.  The  fact  is  that  Quakerism 
is  no  longer  under  attack.  Hence  we  are  not  looking 
for  an  orderly  defense  of  our  convictions.  . . How- 
ever, we  may  stiil  profit  from  an  examination  of  at 
least  two  out  of  the  15  Propositions.  Try  Proposition 
XIV,  Concerning  Civil  Power.  Even  though  the  head- 
ing, “When  Meeting  Houses  have  been  torn  down, 
Quakers  have  met  on  the  rubble”  is  not  likely  to  be 
found  in  the  Friends  Journal  as  recent  news,  we 
are  still  having  problems  with  our  relationship  with 
the  civil  power.  I should  think  we  might  all  read 
Proposition  X!  on  W orship  which  contains  this  too- 
often  forgotten  sentence:  “Our  worship  consists 
neither  in  words  nor  in  silence  as  such,  but  in  a holy 
dependence  of  the  mind  upon  God.”
